M iMl^vl^eresmiied hia journtil, jflst afJ 
sr H^taritQ^ ^resit panic in the: uibney-mnrk- 

ot, when ciirili p!n-i)ioiit:i wore o;i t!u> 
eve of suspension, uthI tlie Biink of 
ljugland 1i:k1 '-only 8,UU0 soveroi.i^ii.s 
i jjeffc in the till,"— that is, in the Bank- 
ing Dopartmeiit, tho total amount of 
trcasuro boiiij,', as ^Ir. Kgovo ox[)laius 
in a note, £1,027,000. Jiiat then the 
Empuror Aloxaudor died, and the 
Diiko of Wellington loft England fov 
yt. Petersburg nominally to coug'ratu- 
late the new Emperor Nicholas, but 
really to concert measures for the re- 
cognition of Greece. It in curious to 
read that tho ''Iron Duke," as ho wab 
afterwards called, left London with a 
proscnfiniunc that ho should never ro- 
tarn, and that Lady Burghersh told 
Mr. Greville "that tears ran down his 
cheeks Avhen ho took leave of her," 
and that he was also "deeply aft'ected 
when he parted from his motlier." On 
the lith of Do;ouiber in that year wo 
read, "The Duke of York is very ill," 
and "at the point of death." That 
was two days after Canning had made 
his fauioiiH speech on tho South Ame- 
rican Republics. "Canning's speech," 
Mr. Greville writes, "tlie night before 
last was most .^brilliant; much more 
cheered by the" Opposition than by his 
•' own friends. Ha is thought to have 
been imprndont, and he gave offence 
to his colleagues by tho concluding 
sentence of his roply when he said, "I 
called into existence tho new world to 
redress tho balance of tho old." The 
, I was not relished. . 

On the 5th of January, 1827, Mr. 
G-reville's patron and friend, the Duke 
. of York, died of a lingeringilluoss end- 
ing in dropsy, the lirst symptom of 
his decease boiug a chill caught in 
November, IS2j, in tho vault at Bl'1- 
voii^ iu,>(^luoh he had spent £an hour 
lifigefih'g o^s'or the ocSfin'o? tliVDuchess 
of Rutland, v.'i.i iiad die:! just before. 
Tlio D;iku's .{ ' ilh was a gi'(,'at loss to 
his friends a'ld I'ul lowers, hut on tho 
13th of FehriLuy wo road: --"The 
Duke of York ,wa8 no sooner dead 
than tha.pablio press began to attack 
him, d^llinf ,"ii seems, on his notori- 
ous faults, while it did not deny his 
very private virtues" — a course \ve 
think much prefornble to the one 
which, Mr. Greville tolls us, it aftor- 
wards pursuud in lauding his ]uil)lic 
services and private virtues in<liseri- 
miuately.' As for tho King, lie be- 
haved very w ill o'l the occasion, or- 
dering that his iirother's funor.il 
should bo "p'.ililii' and niagniticent , " 
and "providing for his servanls." 
"The funeral l i [An.'^^' in a fortni;,'lii 
aft^^^Jiis dL'atii," Init it was shauKjfuliy 
maiftiged, an(l_ "The King was very 
angry when he heard how nii.ii raljly 
tho coremouy had iiocu ]ierforini il. " 
It is well kiiow;i that one I'uucral 
makes many, and that was' no e.xcc p- 
' tion to the ride. The cold was iii- 
•7 .te'nso, and "tho .Bisliop of Liui^oln" - 
Tomline, of gi'iH|iio:'- moiiini'y, if \v>! 
are not nustakeii Iiad dinl t)( the 
ell'ects of it. Ciinninghas been ihui- 
geron.sly ill, and is still very unwell; 
and tho Duko.) of Wellington and 
" Montro.se-W;ero both very seriously un- 
well for some days after." 

On tho 2lrft of February we read 
that "throe days ago Lord fjiverpool 
was seized with an aiioplectic or para- 
lytic allack." At this time George IV. 
was in good health and e:tcellent 
spirits, but the seizure of Lord Ijivei - 
pool throw hini into a sea of doubts 
and dillicultios as to his successor. He 
camo to town and saw tho rem.-iining 
members of the (ioverjiuienl . J'ei.'l, 
Lord Bathurst, the Duko of Welliug- 
^ idH, one after the other, "but nothing 
•cduld 'induce him to come td any de- 
termination." Tho two ■ (ptesUons 
whioh'then knocked at the door for ,'ui 
answer and a solution were Catliolie 
Emancipation and l/ilxu'al prim'iples 
euibodied in the demand for Boform. 
_ It was hard to say. wbioh was most do- 
' tested by the''King,"ftn31^1uR was why 
lie hesitated and dehiyoil. Al last, on 
the 10th of April, lu! desired ('aiming 
to fonn "an Adminisli'atiini on tlic 
])rinci[dos of that of V. iiic!i huiil Liv.T- 
pool had been tho head." This res- 
ohitioH; Mr. Greville ^ says, was hui)- 
pp8o'4*W liaise' bflfdn' the work' of Knigh- 
ton, and ho thus sums up tho position 
of affairs; — "Canning, dlslikccl by the

King, opposed by tho aristocracy' and 
the nation, and unsupported hy the 
Parliament, is appointed Prime Minis- 
ter. The Xing, ii'resolute and uncer- 
tain, is induced to nominate a man 
whose principles and opinions he fears 
and dislikes by tho advice and influ- 
ence of his physician. Thomeasure — 
Catholic J'l'nunoipation — which is oi 
paramount importanco, Canning can- 
not carry as he desires and believes to 
bo necessary; he must form 'a Cabinet 
full of disunion, and hois doubtful 
what snpjjort he can expect from the 
old adherents of (rovernment, by 
whom ho is abhorred." On tho .")th of 
July, lS27,;\Ir. Greville writes: — "The 
Session is over, and has been alitut, 
but violent enough. There is a[ipar- 
ently a majority against tho ?d\iiisiry 
in the House of Ijorils, though they 
seem safe in tho House of Commons. 
•AH ilepond.^ upon Canning's prudence 
and firmness during the recess." Put 
tho solution rested, not with him, but 
with I'rovidenre. (^n the !)th of Au- 
gust we road "Canning died yei,lerilay 
morning at -1 o'elo;:k. His dangei' 
was only announced on Sunday night 
though it had existed from tho pre- 
ceding Wednesday. When he saw Iho 
King on tho Monday His Majesty told 
him he looked vary ill, and ho replied 
"ho did not know what was matter 
with him, but that ho was ill all over." 
Nothing could exceed tho consterna- 
tion caused by the announcement of 
his danger, and tho despair of his col- 
leagues. From tho first there was no 
hope. Ho was aware of his danger 
and said, "It is iinrd upon the King to 
have to fight the battle over a^ain." 

Aftsr Canning, came Lord Goderich , 
and with his attempts to form an Atl 
ministration endless quarrels between 
Herrios, who was supported by the 
King, and Huskisson about Fiimiice, 
tho whole ending, after two resigna- 
tions by Lord Goderich, in the King's 
sending for the Duka of Wellington, 
fondly thinking that he was now rid 
of the "Whigs and their principles niid 
of Catholic I'jinancipation for evor. 
But though Huskisson and the other 
friends of Canning who had joined the 
Tories soon seceded frffva, the Duke, 
the Premier's speech on the Catholic 
question was "so moderate," writes 
Mr. Greville on tho 18th of June, 1828, 
that it was supposed "to indioafn n 
disposition on his part to concede 
Emancipation, and bets have i)eeii 
made that Catholics will sit in Parlia- 
ment next year." Before the year was 
out, the very ^men who had hunted 
Canning to do:«th on jjrinciple were 
willing to adopt the same policy to- 
wards Ireland whi'-h ho had a'ivocat.- 
ed. Wliilo tho Ministry were thus 
turning their coats, and acknowledg 
ing that O'Connell, of whonrwa " now 
hear in theso -bjurnals for the first 
lime, was a great jiower in Ireland, 
the King, their iiiaitjr, was slowly 
failing in health. It so happened thai 
one of tho old sorvants of tho Duko of 
I if York, named Jj.ic.helor, had been 
taken into tho King'»i service as valet, 
and from him, on the occasion ' of a 
Council at ^\'illdsor, Jlr. Greville 
hoard many cunoiis particulars con- 
cerning George IV. and his Court, 
which, it must be rGmembered, shunn- 
ed the light in a way very dift'erenf 
from that of (Jneen \'irtoiifi, and this 
is what Bachelor ttdd Mr. tlrevillo on 
t ho Kith of I):>.'eiiibQr. '•He «aid the 
King was well, but weak; he thinks 
the hot rooms and want of air and ex- 
ercise do him harm, and that ho is 
every day more aviM-so t(j exercise and 
more ]irono to retii-omeut, which, be- 
sides tliat it wr;i]..cn.s his constituliou , 
is a sure proof that lie is beginning to 
!ir(iak. Ij.icholor thinks ho is in no 
danger', I think he will not live more 
than tuo years . Ho says that hislat- 
t"U(lantK arc ipiiln worn out with be- 
ing always aliout liiiu, ,ind li\-iiig in 
such hot ri)oiiis, which ohliges thiMU to 
di iuk, and seldom getting air and ex- 
ercise, liachelor is at present well, 
but he sits up every other night with 
the King, and never leaves him. He 
is in high favour, and Sir William 
Knighton is now as civil and obliging 
to him as ho used to be the i'i.'\'(n'se. 
. But His Majcaty ke.'j's evcry- 
b;)dy at a great dif.taiii'e from him, ami 
all about him are afraid of hiin,though 
he talks to his pages with more open- 
ness and faniiliaritv than to aiivliodv 
, . . or O'lleilly, tliH sm>;con, 
15 u,'!udor,\vlH) sees liio Kin;; ewry il.i'.-.rin^l 
c li i'ies hiui all the gossip li.- ran ' ]iick 
up, speaks with very little ccremonv. 
'i'lic K'ing fold him the other day that 
O'KeiUy was tho damnedost liar in tho 
world, and it seems ho is often in tho 
habit of discussing people in whis 
way to Ilia •'valets do clianiluo." Af- 
ter this gossip, which proves ( ci laiulv 
that kings, like horoes, are no kiims 



Council at Winds(jr that, on tho SiJtli 
of November, L-oinething happened 
between tho King and the Clerk of 
the Council which is not entered in 
the journal till the 21st of Deeoniber: 
— "I might as well liavo put in on tho 
25th of November what the King said 
to me, .'IB it sei-ms to have amused 
everybody. T w;is standing close to 
hin at tho Counoil, and he put down 
his hoad and whis|)ered, "Which are 
you for, Cndland or the mare?" raonn- 
ing the match between Cadland and 
PcsH of Pedlnui : so 1 put down loj 
head too, and said, 'The liorso,' and 
t,h(>n as wa retired he said to tho Duke, 
'A little bit of 2Newmarket."

Oui* Ocean Mail Service. 



Whatever may'ba.. said, and wa do 
not deny tliat much may justly lie 
said, in praise of. our internal mail 
servico, it ia uudoniablo that Columbia 
cuts a poor, though expen«ive, figure 
upon tho ocean; and vre think the 
tiiun Lab fully come when this impor- 
tant subject ahould be treated without 
miiu'iiig losorvc. To British Colum- 
bia tho ocean is, and must continue 
for bouio tinio to l)o, tho only highway 
of conununicivtion ivitli wliat coin- 
monly toriucd tho oulsido worUl. Lying 
botweou tlio regions of etornul froat 
on tho ono hand, and tlio ilocky Jloun- 
tains with i.cfirly two tliousand milos- 
of uninhabited territory on tho other, 
tho Paciru! Ocean presents tho only 
present outlet; and it niust contiiuie to 
bo 80 until Canada shall bavo fullillcd 
her greatest promise by constructing 
tlio transcontinental liighway. May 
wo not be permitted here to suggaat 
that the circumstance of the postpone- 
ment of the completion of tho promis- 
ed highway constitutes of itself a fair 
and valid gi'ound for asking that tho 
means of comnuinication by soa shall 
bo matyrially iaqn-ovod? Nominally 
tho CanaiUaiU Government have ful- 
filled their treaty obligations in this 
respect. But that, when a fortnightly 
, ,mad service between tho Provinco and 
San Francisco was stipulated for, 
something more real and substantial 
than what is now enjoyed was intend- 
ed all must feel and admit. It ia true 
that the term "mail service" was em- 
ploj-ed; but everybody must know that 
n fortnightly mail per se constitutes 
tho minor part, tho mora liuslc, in- 
deed, of what was intended. If that 
wore all, then would the sorvico bolittlo 
bettor than a costly suporlluity; for 
have we not a bi-weokly mail servico 
via Puget Sound? There ia no use 
disguising the fact that the main ob- 
ject of tho servico incjuestion was to 
secure such regular, safe, facile, inex- 
pensive and attractive means of com- 
munication aa would be calculated to 
exert a favorable' influence upon im- 
migration and commerce, thereby aa 
far as possible overcoming tho disad- 
vantages of jn-osont insolation. H(jw 
far does the pro.s«nt service accomplisii 
the higher aad more important objects 
for the iittaiumout of which Canada is 
paying tlio largo subsidy of tiftj-four 
thousand dollars a year? In so far as 
attaining tho higlior end is concerned, 
there need bo no hesitation whatever 
in pronouncing it a failure. If tho 
single circumstance of tho mail stoaui- 
er remaining reluctantly forty-eight 
hours in port bo excepted, we believe 
wo shall bo justified in saying that 
British Columbia really receives little 
or no value for that subsitly---that as 
good steamers, charging us moderate 
(immoderate) rates Trould come as of- 
ten and would treat the Province in 
every respect ns well. Tho explana- 
tion i.s obvious. The servico is per- 
formed by fort-iguors having no inter- 
est in common \sitii tlioyo of tho Pru- 
virceor ihe Dominion —with interests 
in some respects divergent, with pro- 
clivities hostile. The steamers are 
run and tiio whole busiiuiss conceived 
and executed in the sympathies and 
int erosts of a foreign and rival com- 
munity. It has boon seen that they 
have even been bold enough to place 
in our very midst, right under the 
nose of tho British Lion, a foreign 
tax-gathei'or to illegally extort five 
(l.lll!U■.^ a h.-ad (it has recently "been 
roilucod) from British subjucts who 
may have occasion to take passage on 
a mail steamer receiving an annual 
subsidy of fifty -four thousand dollars 
drawn from British pocket. 1 ! In this 
matter has m.it Cobuubia reached that 
point l>\yonil wliich forbearance 
ceases to bo a virtuo ? Well, what is 
the remedy? This: Let British 
steamers bo employed. Let them be 
ot' a class ncn-y .".ttr.activc and capable 
of making tho voyag(> in two days luid 
a half. Lot this be their head-ijuar- 
t(;rs, the ]ilace vnIiciX' they shall take 
ia their supplies and spoud their spare 
time. Let such a modoralo tarifl' of 
rates for freight and jiass.rgo bo tixod 
as willmaterially tend to bring peojjlo to 
tho I'roviiiro and ))r(inioto its com- 
luta'cial inlt.'re.ils. in a word, let the 
wliole thin"; bi' done in the tnio iutt r- 
est of this country. That tlieso most 
cieEUi'ablqvand important results can be 
attftilfted-'without any increase of sub- 
sidy there soema little reason to doubt. 
The expansion certain to result from 
tho commencement of railway con- 
struction will be cpiito Hufllcient' to 
justify and secure suchalinoof steam- 
ers under the present subsidy. In- 
deed, we believe that in a twelve- 
month from Buch commoncoinont there 
•wdl be ])]enty of -ivork 'or n wci lly 
lino. But ev(ui should a material in- 
crease of subsiily bo nocossary, that 
ought not to stand in tho way ; for it 
would at best bo penny ■wisdom and 
pound folly to continue the present 
extremely unsatisfactoiy and uuecono- 
mical state of things on that aocount. 
In view of all tho circumstancoH, and 
I x'aring in mind that the existing on- 
gagoment torminates next summer, v.-o 
would most earnestly and strongly 
press upon the Federal Govornment 
the duty of employing tho interiiu in 
making sncli arrangements as will en- 
able tho Horvico to lie undertaken by 
one oi' I \\ o snitalilo British stoiunora 
at the expiration of tlio present con- 



of advocating what will bo host not 
only for tlio Provinco lint for Domin- 
ion interests on the Pacific, aa well as 
Dominion interests generally. It is 
none too soon for Canada to encour-' 
ago til fc establishment of mariuo in- 
terests on tiio North Pacific; and sbo 
can not, perhaps, do that more legiti- 
mately, ell'ectually and economically 
than by bringing to bear in that di- 
roction the large subsidies at present 
going towards building up a foreign 
and rival carrier in our own waters.and 
in return for which there ia littla or 
no value received.

year, and on motion of Conn. Drummond 
was ordered to be raoaived and filed. 

The Mayor ontarad at this stage of the 
prooeedin^'i ami took tha Chair. 

A cortiflcalo vras produced from tho 
tSit/" Survovor that Mossrs Knight <fe Al- 
botl«on and Messrs. Murray & Smith Lad 
tbrolsflii respeotiTely 5i and 52 yards of 
ttook OU their oontract on MoClnre street, 
.and the sum of 520 on account was grant- 
.ed to oacli /inn. 

Tho tiro boll hero rang and tho Council 
iBi]journod for half an hour. 

On rusuming, tho following accounts 
itook the usual course: Gas for street 
lamps, S112 50; gas for chambers, 814 75; 
Sa/ward, Sl(> 51; Slcmdard, 821; labor on 
(itroota, 45 75; Dr. Matthews, §5; T. Wil- 
■on, SI. -Hauling— Q. Ethoridge, §30; 
]£. Wells, $30; A. Boswick, S13 50. 

Further time was granted to the Bulk- 
head and Ferry Committees. 

A note was read from Conn. Hayward 
enolosiug an order on the Bank to de- 
liver to the civie authorities a sealed 
Package containing a cheque for §600. 
'i'his Uoun. Hayward explained was the 
ehoq^uo retained at his request daring the 
struggle about the purchase of those 
Town Lots, and as it would be necessary 
to restore the same to the butt of the 
cheque-book and cancel it, he had f ur- 
nisbed-tbfl order to eaable ths Olerk to 
" obtain it for that purpose. 

A very accrimonioua debate ensued, 
vCouns. Drummond, Gowen and Taylor 
-ooniendiug that Conn. Hayward had no 
right to take the cheque in the first in- 
atuiice, and that ho ought now to obtain 
.it aud restore it liimself. 

Coun. Hayward threatened that if the 
.'letter was not accepted he would have the

Coun. Ttiylor aaoused Coun. Hayward

.out of the affair. 

Coun. Hayward said he had acted un-

cot suppose that ollicial thought much 
abiat political capital. 

The motion to return the letter to Conn. 
H*yward was finally carried. 

CouTi. Hayward said that Mr. Lowcn- 
berg was nniious to know when the re- 
maining payment on the Town Hall lots 
would be made, and aa ho (Coun, Hay- 
ward) believed the balance at the bank 
was overdrawn, he would like soma in- 
formation on the snbjefit. 

The Mayor suid it would only be neoeas- 
ary to collect the outstanding accounts. 
~Coun. Hayward said tliat tho Collector 
had informed him tliat tho required sum 
was not duo for collection. 

The Mayor and Coun. Drummond oaid 
that tho deeds were not ready yet; when 
lir. liowenberghad them ready he should 
be paid. 

Conn. Gowen moved Iho reconiidera- 
-tion of tho motion to rocoire and file tho 
-cash statement passed in tho earlier part 
.of the evening. Couns. Hayward and 
;Morton objected on the ground of expense 
:and that the statomont in question would 
-not enable the ratepayers to form an in- 
'.telligent idea of tho financial position of 
ithe city. 

Other C!onncili(ifK meiitiontul that after 
4h8 remarks wliii'h had been made in de- 
bate, and also remarks wliieh (.''lun. (tuw- 
«n said had been made to lijrn out.'iide 
during tha half hour adjournment, it wag 
neooBsary^to publish the report to quiet 
the rumors which wore circulated aa to 
tho nnjjropriation of public money. 

After .a Ijittcr r.nd di.Horderly di-Bcns- 
flion,tho motion tii roeonaidor was carri- 
ed. 

Coun. Dni in inon.l moved the publica- 
tion of tho report. 

Coun. Morton moved, in amendment, 
that a copy of the Cash Statement bo laid 
on tho titlile until the account of the 
Manieipal asset.s mid liabilities at the end 
of tho jCiir oould be prepared and iidded 
io it. 

Coun, Morton objected to tho argu- 
ment .that tho immediate publication

Tub destruction of forests in tho United 
States makes it all tho more important 
that Canadian timber should bo sorupu- 
lously guarded^ lui' itsiyaljae. mast^ before 
long be e'nofmoualy inbreaised,' when the 
supply nt tho command ot our neighbors 
ir exhausted. The ono really great tract 
of timber remaining in tha United States 
oonaists of about oue-half of Washington 
Territory and one-third of Oregon. Cali- 
fornia has perhapn half a million of acres 
of forest land, but the ma is busy there, 
as it is also among the forests of Michi- 
gan and Minne-sota. It is said that 50,000 
acres of Wisconsin timber aro annually 
out to snpply the markets of Kansas and 
Nobraskft alone. Tho millions of ties an- 
nually used on railroads, in construction 
and repair, oaustf'the leveling of at least 
150,000 aorea of trees. Fences, o.'ipccially 
in the western part of the country, con- 
luimo an enormous number of trees; and 
all tlie time tlio follin;.'; of foriists and tho 
burning of trees to prepare laud for cul- 
tivation goes on rapidly. Tho only con- 
«idorablo forest remaining in Now York 
is the Adirondack region. Some efficient 
laws for the preiervation of forests might 
well be enacted in aU parts of the ouun- 
try.
